ACKMANN  EARLY  HISTORY 

** 

Christian  Ludwig  Ackmann1  (1  829  - 1  877)  was  b  16  De¬ 
cember  1829,  in  Kathrinhagen,  Germany,  -  a  small 
village  located  in  Province  of  Schaumburg.  No  record 
of  the  name  of  his  father  was  found,  but  his  mother's 
name  was  Engel  Marie  Louise  (Bartels)  Ackmann. 
Christian  m  Sophie  Wilhemina  Struckmeier  in  1855,  who 
was  b  21  February  1838,  in  Kathrinhagen,  the  d a.u  of 
Car  l”Fr  iedr  ich  and  Wilhemina  Sophie  (AckmahnJ” 

Str  uckme  ier . 


Very  little  is  known  about  the  lives  of  Christian  and 
Sophie  (Struckmeier)  Ackmann,  accept  that  they  lived 
on  a  farm  near  Kathrinhagen,  Germany,  and  that  he 
was  a  stone  mason  by  trade.  Records  indicate  that 
five  children  were  born  to  Christian  and  Sophie  Ack¬ 
mann.  On  the  24  May  1877,  Christian  died  at  the  age 
of  48  years;  his  widow  died  later  on  3  August  1902, 
and  both  were  buried  in  Kathrinhagen,  Germany.

Two  of  the  children,  Heinrich  and  Friedrich  Chris¬ 
tian,  immigrated  to  the  United  States  when  young  men 
to  avoid  compulsory  military  conscription  m  Germany. 


Heinrich  came  to  America,  31  July  1891* 
of  18  years;  he  resided  at  Chicago,  Illinois

death  on  August  5,  1948.  Emp  as  an  elevator  opera¬ 
tor  in  an  Hotel  -  Apartment  Bldg.  ,  and  before  thaL 
at  the  Am  Steel  and  Wire-  Company  of  Chicago,  he 
was  never  m  and  left  no  heirs  to  Ackmann  name 
Burial  was  Tn  the  St.  Lucas  Cemetery,  N.  Crawford 
and  Foster  Ave .  ,  Chicago. 


Friedrich  Christian2  (Christian1)  Ackmann  preceded 
his  brother,  Heinrich,  to  America  in  1886,  at  the 
early  aoe  of  16  years.  HE  IS  THE  PROGENITOR  OR 
IMMIGRANT  ANCESTOR  IN  THIS  GENEALOGY. 
Friedrich  was  b  17  October  1870,  in  Kathinhagen  Ger¬ 
many,  the  s  of  Christian  and  Sophie  (Str uckmeier , 
Ackmann,  of  near  that  village.  He  was  bapt  m  the 
Lutheran  faith  on  30  October  1870.  His  early  due 
was,  of  course,  in  Germany  and  at  the  time  of  his 
embarkation  for  America,  he  was  working  as  an 
apprentice  tailor. 


An  American  family  by  the  surname  of  Neibuhr  fin¬ 
anced  Friedrich's  voyage  to  America,  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  he  worked  for  them  for  several  years  to 
repay  his  indebtedness.  He  boarded  ship  in  Bremer- 
haven,  disembarked  at  New  York,  and  traveled  to 
Chicago,  where  he  lived  until  his  death. 

Following  his  period  of  employment  by  the  Neibuhr 
family,  Fred  Ackmann  attended  Concordia  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary,  Springfield,  Illinois  (1888-90),  froiri 
which  he  was  compelled  to  withdraw  because  of  ill 
health  and  resumed  his  tailoring  vocation.  He  joined 
the  Prudential  Life  Insurance'  Co.  of  America,  as  a 
salesman,  in  1906,  and  continued  in  tnis  work  unti- 

retirement  in  1933. 


On  16  October  1897,  he  m  Emilie  Friedericka  Juliana 
Amalia  Wilhelm,  whom  he  had  met  in  Kathr mhagen, 
Germany,  13  August  1897,  while  visiting  his  parents 
on  a  trip  back  to  Europe.  She,  too,  had  just  returns 
from  America  where  she  had  been  visiting  her  sister 
in  Portland,  Oregon.  Their  families  had  been  ac¬ 
quainted  for  years,  but  Fred  and  Emily  never  met 
before  because  they  left  Germany  so  young.  Tx  ey 
were  m  in  Chicago,  twro  months  aLer  meeting  fo~  t  ..e 

first  time  in  Germany. 
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Friedrich  d  on  17  April  1941,  of  cerebral  hemmorhage, 
at  his  home  in  Chicago.  He  was  71  years  of  age,  and 
an  avid  fisherman  on  Lake  Michigan  until  his  deatn. 
Burial  was  in  St.  Lucas  Cemetery,  N.  Crawford  and 
Foster  Ave.  ,  Chicago.  His  widow  survives  and  res: 
4317  N.  Marmora  Ave.,  Chicago  34,  Illinois.  Fred 
Ackmann  was  mem  of  First  Bethlehem  Lutheran 
Church,  Paulina  and  Le Moyne,  Chicago;  Republican 

Party.

WILHELM  EARLY  HISTORY 

Friedrich  Wilhelm  (1830-1884  was  b_  1  6  May  1830,  in 
Marzhausen,  Germany,  a  small  village  located  near 
the  large  city  of  Gottingen  (military  base)  and  in 
Province  of  He  s sen -Nausen.  There  is  no  record  of 
the  names  of  his  parents.  Somewhere  around  1850, 
he  m  Eleanore  Wilhelm  Haase,  who  was  b_  7  Septem¬ 
ber  1837,  in  Reifenhausen,  Germany,  and  jd_  9  April 
1909,  at  Hanover,  Germany.  He  preceded  her  in 
death  on  8  January  1884,  at  Marzhausen,  where  the 
family  lived  on  a  farm.  He  also  followed  trade  as  in¬ 
terior  decorator.  They  were  mem  of  a  Protestant. 
Free  Church  (Lutheran)  and  the  parents  of  13  children.
